Twenty-two  states  and  five  foreign  countries 
are  represented  at  Governor  Dummer  for  the 
1953-54  school  year.  There  are  one  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  boarders  and  twenty-four  day 
students,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  boys.  Every  available  room  is  filled. 
In  addition,  one  boy  and  one  master  have  had 
to  be  assigned  temporary  rooms  in  the  In- 
firmary and  Mansion  House  respectively. 

Students  outside  of  Massachusetts  come 
from  the  following  states:  California  3,  Con- 
necticut 8,  Delaware  2,  Iowa  1,  Indiana  2. 
Illinois  2,  Maine  14,  Maryland  1,  Michigan  1, 
Minnesota  2,  Nebraska  1,  New  Hampshire  6, 
New  Jersey  5,  New  York  24,  Ohio  1,  Pennsyl- 
vania 5,  Rhode  Island  3,  Texas  1,  Vermont  1, 
Virginia  1,  and  Wisconsin  1. 

Foreign  students  come  from:  Bermuda  1, 
Canada  1,  England  1,  Japan  1,  and  Liberia  2. 
In  addition,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the 
Netherlands  West  Indies  are  represented  by 
American  boys  whose  parents  are  now  resi- 
dent in  those  countries.

All  seventy-three  boys  who  graduated  from 
Governor  Dummer  last  June  have  entered 
college  this  September.  The  largest  groups 
(seven  each)  went  to  Dartmouth  and  Harvard 
with  the  remainder  scattering  to  thirty  other 
campuses.  Sixty-eight  boys  out  of  this  class 
of  seventy-three  wrote  College  Board  exami- 
nations and  presented  their  scores  as  a  part 
of  their  admission  credentials. 

The  quality  of  scholastic  work  performed 
by  a  school  is  shown  not  only  by  the  propor- 
tion of  her  students  who  secure  admission  to 
college,  but  fully  as  much  by  the  type  of 
college  most  of  her  graduates  enter. 

The  school  is,  therefore,  proud  of  the  fol- 
lowing study,  which  shows  which  colleges 
the  largest  number  of  Governor  Dummer 
graduates  have  entered  during  the  last  seven 
years,  that  is,  since  the  end  of  the  war  per- 
mitted free  choice  of  colleges.

On  September  12  a  plaque  honoring  Colo- 
nel Samuel  Osgood,  first  Postmaster  General 
of  the  United  States,  was  unveiled  at  his 
birthplace   in   North  Andover. 

After  graduating  from  Governor  Dummer, 
Colonel  Osgood  attended  Harvard  College, 
from  which  he  received  his  degree  in  1770. 
He  was  the  leader  of  a  company  of  Minute- 


men  at  Lexington,  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Provincial  Congress,  and  as  a  Senator  in  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature. 

Later  he  moved  to  New  York  and  served 
as  speaker  of  the  New  York  State  Assembly 
and  as  the  first  president  of  the  National  City 
Bank  of  New  York.  Colonel  Osgood's  appoint- 
ment as  Postmaster  General  came  from  Presi- 
dent George  Washington  on  September  25, 
1789.  His  picture  hangs  in  the  Rotunda  of 
the  Capitol  in  Washington,  D.  C.

DEAD  AT  NINETY-ONE 


One  of  the  greatest  friends  that  the  school 
ever  had  passed  on  last  August  at  the  age  of 
91. 

L  ntil  his  death.  John  Hamilton  Morse,  after 
whom  Morse  Field  was  named,  never  let  a 
year  pass  but  that  he  made  two  or  three  visits 
to  the  school  to  see  his  fields  in  use.  In  the 
fall  his  blue  cape  became  a  familiar  sight  at 
the  football  games. 

Mr.  Morse  was  graduated  from  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  in  1885.  being  the  captain 
of  the  school's  first  football  team  that  year. 
Five  years  later  he  was  made  a  trustee  of  the 
school,  and  in  1892  he  became  Secretary  of 
the  Board. 

His  will  left  two  $5,000  funds  for  the  school, 
—  one  to  be  used  for  the  extension  of  Morse 
Field  and  the  other  to  help  pay  off  a  mortgage. 

In  appreciation  for  all  that  he  had  done 
for  the  school.  The  Milestone  was  dedicated 
to  him  in  1926.

In  the 
classroom  he  learns  the  fundamentals  so  that 
he  can  enter  into  a  more  specialized  field  in 
college. 


All  this  is  being  done  for  us:  but  are  we 
taking  advantage  of  it?  It  is  altogether  too 
easy  for  a  student  to  coast  through  four  years 
of  high  school  doing  a  minimum  of  work  and 
never  really  learning  how  to  apply  himself. 
The  information  is  there :  but  it  is  necessary 
for  us  to  show  some  initiative  and  willingness 
to  obtain  it.  In  past  years  it  has  been  shown 
by  the  number  of  college  acceptances  that 
most  of  the  boys  do  apply  themselves. 

This  year  let  us  all  start  out  with  a  serious- 
ness of  purpose  and  be  able  to  saA~  at  the  end 
of  the  year  that  we  did  all  we  could  to  in- 
crease our  chances  of  college  acceptance.  Our 
parents  are  willing  to  do  their  share;  let  us 
be  sure  that  we  do  ours.

GOVERNORS  OPEN  WITH 

WIN  OVER  GROT  ON

After  a  slow  start,  the  boys  from  Byfield 
soon  hit  their  stride  against  a  strong  Groton 
team  on  October  3  at  the  Byfield  Bowl.  Early 
in  the  first  quarter,  Groton  drove  down  to 
the  Governor  Dummer  12-yard  line,  where 
they  were  stopped  when  a  would-be  passer 
was  hit  hard  and  fumbled  on  the  Governors' 
25,  where  the  home  team  recovered. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts,  the  Redmen 
took  charge  of  the  pigskin  on  their  own  28 
and  started  a  touchdown  drive  highlighted 
by  the  running  and  passing  of  Sam  Sargent. 
The  touchdown  itself  was  registered  on  a 
brilliant  pass  play  from  Sargent  to  Ace  Hub- 
bard. The  try  for  the  extra  point  was  wide 
and  the  lead  stood  at  6-0. 

Several  plays  after  the  ensuing  kick-off. 
Groton  fumbled,  and  the  Governors  took 
possession  of  the  ball  on  the  Groton  42.  After 
two  breath-taking,  incomplete  passes  in  the 
end  zone  from  Pescosolido  to  Hubbard.  Pesky 
connected  in  the  flat  with  Co-captain  John 
Andrew,  who  scampered  30  yards  for  the 
score.  Ace  Hubbard's  attempt  at  the  extra 
point  was  blocked,  and  the  score  stood  at 
12-0  at  the  end  of  the  first  half. 

At  the  outset  of  the  second  half,  Groton. 
after  receiving  John  Andrew's  kick-off,  roared 
down  to  the  Red  and  White  23,  sparked  by 
the  running  of  Alvah  Crocker.  However,  the 
Governors'  defense  tightened  at  that  point, 
and  they  took  the  ball  on  downs  at  the  20. 
Soon  after,  Groton  regained  possession  on 
their  own  35  and  rolled  down  the  field  for 
their  only  score  of  the  game.  Alvah  Crocker 
tallied  on  a  wide  reverse  from  the  Governor 
Dummer  26.

In  the  second  contest,  the  Governors  faced

in  the  first  period.  Early  in  the  second  quarter 
a  beautifully-executed  quick  kick  by  Sam 
Sargent  rolled  dead  on  the  St.  Sebastian's 
eight-yard  line. 

Sparked  by  the  passing  of  Skip  Pescoso- 
lido and  the  receiving  of  big  Dick  Pew,  the 
Governors'  60-yard  march  to  a  touchdown 
was  climaxed  by  a  25-yard  end  run  by  Pesco- 
solido.
